New  City  Policy  Improves  Pedestrian  Access  During 

Construction 

Responding  to  a motion  introduced  by  Councilmember  Jose  Huizar,  The  City’s  Planning 
Department  has  implemented  a new  standard  for  development  projects  in  the  City  of  Los 
Angeles,  which  require  developers  to  maintain  safe  adjacent  pedestrian  access  alongside 
project  construction  sites  at  all  times. 

The  action  is  part  of  DTLA  Forward,  a downtown  transportation  and  planning  initiative  launched 
by  Councilmember  Jose  Huizar.  Councilmember  Huizar  issued  legislation  last  summer  to 
address  the  problem  of  a lack  of  safe,  pedestrian  access  for  residents,  workers  and  visitors  in 
Downtown  around  some  construction  projects.  The  new  Planning  policy  is  already  in  effect  and 
being  used  to  implement  safe  pedestrian  access  around  a number  of  new  construction  areas. 

“While  we  encourage  new  development  and  the  economic  development,  jobs  and  increased  tax 
base  it  provides  the  City  of  Los  Angeles,  we  also  need  to  provide  safe  pedestrian  access  at  all 
times,”  said  Councilmember  Huizar.  “This  new  policy  allows  us  to  do  that  and  embrace 
Complete  Streets  planning  that  increases  pedestrian  and  bicycle  use  in  downtown  and  pushes 
DTLA  Forward.  I thank  Planning  for  working  with  my  office  to  protect  and  encourage  more 
pedestrian  activity  in  DTLA  and  the  City  of  Los  Angeles.”
